The Conquest of The Tasman Sea 


HAT may well prove to be 
one of the most desirable 
air stamps of the year is 
an adhesive from New 
Zealand that certainly will 
not receive a prize for its beauty. It 
is the 7 pence Trans-Tasman issue. 
Despite the fact that there were two 
printings, slightly more than 40,000 
copies are unaccounted for and from 
this “circulating stock” that has been 
scattered to the four corners of the 
earth must come all the collectible cop- 
ies for the airmail albums of the 
world. The Standard Catalogue has 
placed a value of $1 upon the stamp. 
The stamp itself is the high point in 
a series of air events that have made 
history in the South Pacific and in or- 
der for the collector to perpetuate the 
story within the leaves of his album 
he should possess six covers—six steps 
in the conquest of New Zealand and 
the Tasman Sea. 


The first of these covers would be 
one carried by Flight Lieut. C. T. P. 
Ulm in the “Faith In Australia” last 
Dec. 12, when he made his non-stop 
flight from Auckland to Invergargill 
as a preliminary hop to the attempt 
to span the Tasman Sea. These cov- 
ers were franked with the ordinary 
air mail issues of New Zealand for 
the special Trans-Tasman had not yet 
been released. It was less than a 
month later that the stamp appeared 
and although the advance notice was 
too short to enable Americans or oth- 
er distant collectors to arrange for 
first-day covers, the New Zealanders 
and Australians took care of the situ- 
ation. So the second cover in the 
group would be one posted with the 
Tasman stamp on the first day of 
issue. 

Next in line would come a cover 
which Ulm carried from Murawai 
Beach, N. Z. to Australia on the first 
mail-transportation flight across the 
Tasman Sea. There were 45,000 let- 
ters carried in the plane, the “Faith 
in Australia,” and nearly all bear the

special stamp, a special cachet applied 
by the New Zealand post office depart- 
ment and a backstamp of the Sydney 
post office. Many of the covers are 
printed affairs bearing sketches of 
the New Zealand kiwi and the Aus- 
tralian kookaburra. Postmarks show 
the Auckland cancellation of Feb. 17, 
the date of the flight. 

Sir Charles Kingsford-Smith, the 
Lindbergh of the South Pacific, en- 
tered the picture during the following 
month (March 29) when his Southern 
Cross took on 25,000 letters at Kaitaia 
(Ninety-mile Beach) N. Z. and hopped 





off for the Mascot Aerodrome at Syd- 
ney. The ordinary 7 pence airmail 
stamp was used on the mails but spe- 
cial printed envelopes were available 
and collectors made use of them. The 
trip was Sir Charles’ sixth across the 
Tasman but never before had he car- 
ried an official mail to Australia and 
so the flight goes down in postal his- 
tory as the second over that stretch of 
water that separates the two coun- 
tries. Before the error was detected a 
few of the printed envelopes, listing 
the aviator’s six Tasman flights, had 
been sold and these have found a 
brisk demand. The error lists Smith’s 
sixth flight as March, 1935. A spe- 
cial postmark was applied to all mail 
at Kaitaia and the Sydney backstamp 
was placed on the covers at the Aus- 
tralian end. 


To Ulm fell the honor of retracing 
the route to New Zealand with the 
first official Australia-New Zealand 
mail. On April 11 and 12, Ulm G. U. 





Allan his co-pilot, navigator and wire- 
less operator, and R. N. Boulton, en- 
gineer, flew from the Richmond Aero- 
drome at Sydney to New Plymouth, 
N. Z., and collectors will never know 
how close their prized covers came to 
feeding the fishes of the Tasman. The 
“Faith In Australia” struck what Ulm 
described as a bump and dropped 
nearly a mile before it was brought 
under control. On board were nearly 
40,000 letters—unofficial figures have 
the number at 37,170 and 37,031 and 
39,000. Australian airmails and or- 
dinary postage franked the covers, 
some of which were specially printed 
for the occasion. Such designs as 
kookaburras, kiwis, maps, boomer- 
angs, planes, tikis, etc., are to be 
found on these covers, all of which 
bear a special cachet and the back- 
stamps of Auckland, Wellington or 
Christchurch, N. Z. 

The final cover in the series repre- 
sents the third official mail between 
New Zealand and Australia and the 
second such trip for Ulm. This flight 
came on April 14 and 22,000 pieces 
of mail were carried from Kaitaia to 
Mascot field at Sydney. Again a spe- 
cial cachet was applied and special 
printed envelopes were available. Of 
the mail load, some 10,500 pieces rep- 
resented covers that had been carried 
on the preceding flight and which 
were being returned to the senders in 
Australia. This round-trip arrange- 
ment was made possible by the sale of 
New Zealand stamps by certain banks 
in Australia and because these stocks 
were exhausted rather early the Aus- 
tralian stamp dealers did a good busi- 
ness in selling even obsolete New Zea- 
land issues at fancy prices so that col- 
lectors might get their covers returned 
bv the Ulm flight. In a few instances 
Ulm and his crew autographed letters 
and these items have been held at high 
prices by their owners. 

Thus is the story of the Tasman 
conquest told in covers. 

A word about the stamp. The or- 
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dinary 7 pence orange air was reis- 
sued in sky blue and _ overprinted 


“Trans-Tasman Air Mail Faith In 
Australia.” There were 180,000 cop- 
ies printed of which 2,880 were de- 
fective and destroyed. The sales ac- 
counted for 83,440 copies and the re- 
mainder, 90,000-odd, were destroyed 
by the New Zealand post office depart- 
ment following the flight for which the 
stamps were issued. Forty-three thou- 
sand stamps were used on the Ulm 
flight. 

A few minor varieties have been re- 
ported. There is a break in the N 
of IN and a nick in the F of FAITH. 
A more important variety is a short I 
in AUSTRALIA, the base and bottom 
serifs of the letter having been broken 
off during the printing.

About Byrd Covers 


We have had a real deluge of let- 
ters since our question, “Who has 
the Byrd Covers?” All over the 
country come letters from those for- 
tunate ones who received’ them. 
Thanks for your generous replies. 
The final letter of information comes 
from Donald E. Shook, Manager Byrd 
Antarctic Expedition II, Little Amer- 
ica Cover Bureau, Washington, D. C. 
He states that a close estimate sets 
the number as 15,000 covers returned. 
Those of you who did not receive your 
covers, no doubt got the official not- 
ice from the Post Office Department 
explaining why, and will have to wait 
until the supply ship returns this 
winter. If you wish to send more 
covers you have seen the several ads 
run in this paper giving the date and 
instructions for sending them. The 
closing date is on or about November 
1, 1934. 


Tin Can Island Mail 


By Robert S. Thompson 


Some have received their covers 
from the Tin Can Island Mail. They 
are beautiful covers with a descrip- 
tive cachet and cancellation in pur- 
ple, with some cancellations, I believe, 
in blue. 

My cover is mailed from Niuafoou, 
Tonga, August 13, 1934. 

The stamp used is of the regular 
1920-21 design and is a 2% penny 
blue. It is not listed in Scott’s 1934 
catalog. The stamp has as its central 
figure a portrait of Queene Salote, 
who has been queen of the islands 
from 1918. 

This mail was dropped at the 
Tonga Islands by the S. S. City of 
Los Angeles, a ship under the Matson 
Line-Oceanic Line, which was on its 
Second 1934 South Seas Exploration 
Cruise. The mail is dropped in tin 
cans and the natives swim out and 
get them and then tow them to shore. 
Often for years the tin cans aren’t 
found and sometimes they aren’t ever 
found. 

A brief outline of the Tonga or 
Friendly Islands would not be out of 
place here. They are a group of three 
islands to the east of the Fiji Islands 
in the Pacific Ocean. Until 1899 they 
were neutral territory. In 1900 the 


islands were taken over by Great 
Britain. The total area is approxi- 
mately 385 square miles, with a 


population of about 23,759 Tongans; 
370 Pacific islanders; 571 Europeans; 
and 235 halfeastes. In 1926 there 
were 111 public primary schools. The 
Tonga College had 170 pupils with 8 
teachers. 

Copra is the important product of 
Tonga. It is the commercial name for 
the kernel of the cocoanut dried in 





the sun.

“ told him he ought to send them 
one—chew off the corners, put on a 
couple of dirty thumb marks, punch a 
hole in the face with a nail and send 
it on to them, with his polite thanks 
for the stamps and his hope that they 
would be equally pleased with the pic- 
ture! 

Now why did they do that? Why 
wasn’t it equally easy to cut off the 
stamps with a good margin all around 
them? There must be something in 
the psychology of non-collectors which 
makes them do it, for in the course of 
a long life in which I have traveled 
from hither to yon and from bad to 
worse I’ve seen it happen a thousand 
times. I mean it. It is so absolutely 
certain to happen that for years now 
I have warned people to whom I have 
talked or have written, “Please be

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sure to cut the stamps off with a good 
half inch margin around all sides, so 
as not to spoil them.” And even then 
the best one in the lot comes in with 
a corner cut off! 

They just say to themselves: “Stuff 
and nonsense, a stamp is a stamp,” 
and they get out the scissors and go 
merrily on their way, giving a pretty 
good margin on the first ones and then 
getting closer and closer as they yield 
to that fatal obsession, and the last 
ones (and always the good ones) are 
very nicely ruined for you. 

And that habit even extended to the 
early collectors who licked every un- 
used stamp carefully and put it in 
place and then pounded it down with 
a fist to be sure it was well stuck. And 
if the stamp didn’t have any gum they 
got out the old glue pot and put a 
good gob on the stamp, so that in later 
years the color would be sure to fade 
out. 

I bought a collection of that sort a 
while ago. It was in a little album 
published around 1870 and there was 
a noble lot of old U. S. and foreign 
stamps init. And the owner had stuck 
down all the unused stamps and glued 
in the others, and had carefully 
trimmed to shape those octagonal 
English and others of the sort, and, 
worst of all, he didn’t like no margin 
on some sides of the stamps and a 
big white one on the others, so he had 
carefully trimmed off that margin in 
each instance! It was pitiful. In 
proper condition the collection would 
have been worth several hundred dol- 
lars. And I bought it for fifty, just 
for the undamaged stamps in it. 

Nowadays, when I go to see an old 
person to look over their old envelopes 
I make a war talk before starting in. 
“T want to tell you something about 
stamps before I look at yours. They 
are of no value unless they are in per- 
fect condition. A stamp that has been 
creased or has a corner gone or that 
is torn or cut into by the perfora- 
tions is practically of no value.” They 
are bewildered and start to argue that 
“a stamp is a stamp.” 

Then I point to a ring and say, 
“Would you wear that if the stone 
were cracked across? Of course not. 
Well, it is the same way with a 
creased stamp. Now take that pic- 
ture on the wall. Would you keep it 
there if one side of the gilt frame 
were torn off? Of course not. Or 
that one with the mat. If that had 
come back from the framer with the 
picture up in one corner, with no mat 
on two sides and a big wide margin

Westminster Building Chicago 
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Heard and Seen in 
Washington 





By W. C. RICE 





Special to Linn’s Weekly Stamp News 


Last week in this column I men- 
tioned plate number 21320 had been 
finished and certified for use with 
the six-cent Crater Lake design. When 
we asked for this plate number at 
the Philatelic Agency they did not 
have it, so carried our question to the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
and were informed the plate was 
ready but had not yet been sent to 
press. 

By the time this letter appears in 
print the new Zion National Park 
stamps will have made their appear- 
ance so the plate numbers for this 
stamp should be of interest. There 
are four running from 21324 thru 
21327. 

First day figures from Crater Lake 
have now been received and are as 
follows: From the National Park 
567,950 stamps were sold and 45,282 
covers canceled. On the same day 
in Washington, D. C., 62,134 stamps 
were sold and 19,161 covers mailed. 

Tuesday evening, September 11, Mr. 
Robert E. Fellers, Superintendent, Di- 
vision of Stamps of the Post Office 
Department, addressed a meeting of 
the Collectors Club of Washington. 
The talk was of such general interest, 
we feel that collectors all over the 
country would enjoy it fully as much 
as did the members of the Washing- 
ington Society. Following paragraphs 
are quoted directly from his address. 

“It may be of interest to you to 
know that the Division of Stamps is 
composed of five separate sections, 
each one of which performs its own 
individual functions’ relating to 
stamps; the Issue Section is charged 
with the furnishing of all stamps, 
postal cards and stamped envelopes 
to Postmasters all over the United 
States; the Accounts sections keeps 
strict accountability of all stamped 
paper furnished to these Postmasters; 
the Redemption Section redeems all 
spoiled and unsalable stock; the Reve- 
nue Section handles all non-postal 
revenue stamps, such as Internal Rev- 
enue and Migratory Bird stamps; and 
the Philatelic Section is responsible 
for the furnishing of all philatelic 
materials. This, of course, is the 
section in which you all here this 
evening are vitally interested. 

“The collectors and others inter- 
ested in the art of philately should 
indeed feel proud that there are so

many high officials of the Govern- 
ment interested in stamps. President 
Roosevelt, Postmaster General Far- 
ley, Secretary of the Interior Ickes, 
and Third Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral Eilenberger, are a few of those 
in whom the collectors and philatelic 
societies can depend for the advance- 
ment of their cause. 

“It was only recently that President 
Roosevelt sat at his desk in the White 
House and actually drew the design 
from which the airmail-special deliv- 
ery stamp was made. We of the De- 
partment are very proud of this issue, 
both from an artistic as well as a 
utilitarian standpoint. It is indeed 
a beautiful example of the engraver’s 
art and a tribute to the employees 
of the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing. It is to be hoped that it 
will receive similar endorsement by 
collectors and the general public. The 
Department was motivated in the is- 
suance of this stamp by a desire to 
provide an issue that would care for 
the most expeditious handling of first- 
class air mail matter. The President 
also selected the colors for the new 
National Parks stamps, which series 
will probably go down in history as 
the most beautiful series of stamps 
ever issued. 

“Both Postmaster General Farley 
and Mr. Eilenberger are extensively 
active on the subject of stamps, and 
all requests for new stamps receive 
their personal attention. Many re- 
quests for new stamps are received 
in the Department for consideration, 
but a great majority of these are re- 
jected because it has been the policy 
to consider only those of a National 
character, and of course, many of 
these the Department can not issue. 

“The Philatelic Agency headquar- 
ters is nearing completion and soon 
will be one of the finest of its kind 
in the world. When plans for the 
new Post Office Department Building 
were made several years ago, only 
two cash sales windows and space 
for seven order clerks (Mail orders) 
were provided. It has been necessary 
for us to change the entire plans so 
as to make provision for 5 sales win- 
dows and 13 individual order clerks. 
It probably will not be long now until 
all of this work is done. 

“A few months ago a new system 
of filling mail orders was inaugurated 
in the Agency, which resulted in a 
25% gain in the dispatching of all 
mail orders and at the same time 
provided a perfect check on all orders. 
This system is working perfectly and 
has given the order clerks a protec- 
tion that has resulted in better work- 
ing conditions. 

“Because of the recent issue of 
many new stamps the sales at the 
Agency have increased 30% over last 
year, which was a banner year. Many 
mail orders from all over the country 
are being received and every effort 
is being put forth to handle them in 
an expeditious manner. The collec- 
tors are entitled to good service, and 
we are trying our best to see that

“The selection of well-centered 
stamps in the Agency requires con- 
siderable time, as ‘80%’ of the stock 
received from the Bureau of Engray- 
ing and Printing has to be redeemed 
or transferred to postmasters for 
their use. At the present time the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
sends to the Agency the same kind 
of stock that it furnishes postmasters, 
and the selection is made in the 
Agency. It is proposed to formulate 
a plan with the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing so that the Department 
can actually buy from the Bureau 
only well-centered stock. This pro- 
cedure will greatly aid our work in 
the Agency and permit order clerks 
to fill many more orders than they 
do now. Not only will the Agency 
be furnished with well selected stock, 
but at all post offices where first day 
sales are held the postmasters will 
be furnished with these specially se- 
lected stamps. 

“A total of fifteen commemorative 
stamps, including two souvenir sheets 
has already been authorized since 
January 1, and I believe that IT IS 
SAFE TO SAY THAT NO OTHER 
COMMEMORATIVE STAMPS WILL 
BE ISSUED THIS YEAR, as it is 
the desire of the Department to put 
our full time on the Presidential se- 
ries.” 

The above address made by Mr. 
Fellers was received by the members 
of the Collectors Club of Washington 
with great applause, and we hope that 
our readers will enjoy it fully as 
much, especially the realization that 
here is a man who really is doing 
something toward elimination of poor- 
ly centered stamps, not only from the 
Agency stock but from first day sup- 
plies for covers as well.

Mr. Walter Zorn provides us with 
some questions to answer this week 
which we believe will be of general 
interest. 

The first on the list is whether the 
plate numbers issued and used for 
U. S. stamps have been tabulated and 
where this tabulation may be secured. 
This work is in process of completion 
under the auspices of the Bureau 
Issues Association, and is one more 
good reason why every serious col- 
lector of U. S. stamps should join this 
organization. Information regarding 
the above mentioned plate number 
checklists may be obtained by writing 
the B I. A. secretary, A. M. Daniels, 
921 Denrike Bldg., Washington, D.C. 

Mr. Zorn also wants to know when 
No. 1467, the yellow green shade, was 
issued and why it is not obtainable at 
the agency. Answering the latter part 
first: It is obtainable at the agency 
and was never sold anywhere else. 
The exact date of issue is presumably 
unknown, but some time in 1928, 
around June, is a close approximation. 
This shade is the result of a special 
printing made especially for sale at 
the agency, as the supply of the 
earlier dark green No. 1463 was evi- 
dently exhausted. The only possible 
explanation for this which occurs to 
us is that this was done so that the 
agency could offer complete sets of 
10, 15, 20 and 25c¢ for sale, and they 
did not mean to create a new variety. 
_ The number of each imperforate 
issued is also desired by Mr. Zorn. 
Not all are known, but we append 
herewith a rough summary in round 
figures as gleaned from King-Johl’s 
“20th Century U. S.”: 314, 5 million; 
320, 10 million; 315, 13 thousand; 343, 
12 million; 344, 25 million; 346, 300 
thousand; 347, 125 thousand; 368, 1 
million; 371, 400 thousand; 373, 200 
thousand; 612, 400 thousand. Others 
are not given. It should be borne in 
mind that the majority of the earlier 
imperforates were used by manufac- 
turers for the purpose of making pri- 
vate coils. 

The U. S. Post Office at Shanghai 
was established for our nationals in 
that city, as is and has been the com- 
mon practice of Great Britain, France, 
ete. The necessity for issuing over- 
printed stamps was not felt, however,

Take 
some particular part of your life, or 
job, or pleasure and build a collection 
around it. Make it tell a story, not 
just a series of objects or people. 
You'll put new life in your hobby, 
and have a REAL collection to show 
and talk about.

Decommission Set. 

Here is big news, so hop aboard. 
E. L. Beckwith, former mail clerk on 
the aircraft carrier, U.S.S. Lexington, 
is now stationed, shore duty, for two 
years at Philadelphia Navy Yard.

No forwarding 
postage is necessary, so remember 
him, instead, with some of your dupli- 
cate stamps and covers for his own 
collection, and send him covers for the 
first 15 events. If you send two for 
each event, then send 30 in all, num- 
bering two of them No. 1, and so on. 
I hope that is all clear and probably it 
is the biggest naval cover “scoop” of 
the year.

The story behind the re-use of BAT- 
TLE CREEK Mich. type II has been 
obtained at last by A. F. Gamber thru 
a Michigan collector friend of his and 
is reiterated in the September issue of 
the BEE. Quoting Gamber’s article: 
“For practically all the years that 
Battle Creek has used precancels, the 
Gage Printing Co. has done this work. 
Late last fall the contract was adver- 
tised and another firm, the Ellis 
Printing Co., got the job. When a 
representative of the latter firm asked 
the former holder of the contract for 
the precancelling plate (U-5) he met 
with a point-blank refusal. After some 
argument between the two, supple- 
mented by the Postmaster, the Gage 
firm dug up the old plate, type 2, and 
gave it to the Ellis people, who used 
it once only. Shortly thereafter the 
Post Office Dept. following out its pol- 
iey of cutting costs wherever possible, 
ordered the precancelling contract to 
be re-advertised, and the job went 
back to its old holders, the Gage Co. 
To avoid the recurrence of another 
such incident, the Post Office now 
keeps both plates in its’ own vaults.” 

At the recent Precancel Stamp So- 
ciety Convention, a special session was 
called to discuss the catalog situation. 
It was decided that a non-profit cor- 
poration should be formed to assist in 
the publishing of the catalog. A goal 
of $2000. has been set. Subscriptions 
are taken ranging from $5 to $200, 
but I do not know whether just mem- 
bers of the Precancel Stamp Society 
are eligible or if any Precancel collec- 
tor may subscribe. Anyone wishing 
to assist in this endeavor may obtain 
more complete particulars from Steph- 
en Rich of Verona, N. J., or Hoover 
Bros. of New York City. One of the 
decisions reached was that the bal- 
ance of the current catalog be pub- 
lished immediately in a complete book 
and then: work started on a complete 
catalog for 1935 of the 1922 issue to 
date, all in one volume and at as low 
a price as possible.

On 84th Street we found Otto Korte 
at 306 East 84th who makes a spe- 
cialty of Germany. 


In nearly every case these dealers 
live in back of their shop which is 
usually situated in the back of the 
main room. From the street we went 
up three steps and one enters into a 
hall and a door leads into the shop. 
The one front window harbors stamps 
usually. Perhaps Europe boasts of 
shops of this kind but this is new to 
us. 


Quite some time ago we issued a 
warning to New Yorkers through this 
column regarding the Irish appearing 
gent who meets one leaving a stamp 
shop in the midtown section. With 
suavity he leads you on. He usually 
begins with “I just came from a large 
business house and I got this lot of 
foreign stamps and you’ll have a fine 
buy at $5.00 if you take this pound.” 
He shows you the top of the lot which 
has a fair stamp but if you are un- 
wary and do not delve to the bottom, 
you are “stung.” So beware. He is 
around again. 


This story is going the rounds. A 
colored man panhandled another man 
on the street and asked for enough 
money for a drink.
